by inroads of insects and disease. 
He said the leaf hopper last y ear 
caused beet grow ers in the S alinas 
v alley a loss of $1,000,000. 
Pointing out th a t the departm ent

beet, he said th a t results so Tar 
hav e been encouraging. 
“The departm ent w ishes to con­ 
tinue its inv estigation in this di­ 
rection, and although it m ight cost 
a few thousand dollars at present.
